“Finding Dory” is as heartbreaking as 
it is beautiful. It’s a stunning film visually, 
showcasing the vast depth of the ocean and 
its inhabitants. 

And while the film wows, it also rips 
your heart into pieces. Though Dory’s 
memory loss was comedic relief in 
“Finding Nemo,” it’s the main source of 
true heartbreak in this film. Dory really 
can’t remember anything, and when she 
loses her way, she’s left by herself to figure 
out what to do. 

Don’t be fooled by the name of the 
movie, though. “Finding Dory” is as much 
about finding her parents as it is about 


coming of age and finding out who you are 
and what matters most to you. 

In “Finding Nemo,” Dory acknowledges 
that she’s forgetful, but when around 
Marlin, she remembers and feels like she’s 
home. It’s a valuable lesson that carries 
through to the sequel, that home ends up 
always being where the heart is. Marlin 
might be the only fish in the sea who 
worries so much about even the slightest 
possibility of something going wrong, 
but Dory is family, and when push comes 
to shove, he would do anything for her. 
And it’s what makes “Finding Dory” so 
relatable. 

There’s a sense of familiarity with 
“Finding Dory” It’s not breaking new 
ground. But it also doesn’t have to. Pixar 
has perfected the formula, and if it’s not 
broken, there’s no point in trying to fix it. 
It just works. 

We waited for 13 years for a sequel to 
“Finding Nemo,” and with “Finding Dory,” 
we’re finally home.

A t 2016’s half-year mark, we’ve had fall-length projects 
from Chance the Rapper, Beyonce, Drake, Ariana 
Grande, Sia, Radiohead, Kanye West, Rihanna 
and Kendrick Lamar. On top of those big names, 
promising acts such as Whitney, Pinegrove, Kaytranada and Mothers 
have come through with some of the year’s best albums. We’ve been 
so spoiled that it kind of feels like the only thing we have to look 
forward to is that Frank Ocean album, which may never come out. 

While it’s tough to be totally comprehensive as this list could have been ex- 
panded to 40 and I still would have had trouble narrowing it down (special men- 
tion to the great new albums from Chairlift, the Dirty Nil and Rolling Blackouts 
Coastal Fever, which all barely missed the cut), this Top 20 list covers everything 
from blockbuster pop albums, soulful rap odysseys and dance floor bangers to 
lo-fi bedroom-recorded indie rock. We limited the list to full-length projects, 
but if you’re looking for stellar EPs, the latest from Eryn Allen Kane, Sheer Mag 
and Vic Mensa are great places to start. Happy listening. Also, sorry, there’s a

20. Next filing 

Frankie Cosmos 

For Frankie Cosmos, aka New York 
songwriter Greta Kline, simpler is 
better. Few musicians have been 
able to convey so much emotional 
resonance as effortlessly and eco- 
nomically as this young musician. 
Take highlight “Embody,” where she 
sings, “Everybody understands me/ 
But I wish nobody understood me/ 
So you could be the one who did.” 
While the album doesn’t crack the 
30-minute mark, it’s jam-packed with 
lines like that to make you stunned. 

19. New Misery 

Cullen Omori 

Former Smith Westerns frontman 
Cullen Omori sequenced “New 
Misery” in the order he wrote it, 
from opener “No Big Deal” being 
the first song he wrote to the clos- 
ing title track being the last. It’s a 
fascinating artistic decision, as the 
album unfolds organically, full with 
synth-tinged pop melancholy. It’s 
the kind of album where few are go- 
ing to share a favorite song because 
each cut feels like a single. For the 
record, the best songs are “Poison 
Dart” and “LOM.” 

18. Singing Saw 

Kevin Morby 

There’s not a better one-two punch 
on any record this year than “Drunk 
On A Star” and “Dorothy” on 


Kevin Morby’s excellent full-length 
“Singing Saw.” The ex-Woods mem- 
ber outdoes himself on both tracks, 
the former being one of the most 
beautiful pop rock songs I’ve heard 
in a long time while the latter seems 
like a straightforward rocker but 
turns out to be so much more with 
all the curveballs Morby throws at 
the listener. 

17. Circle Round the 
Signs ai scorch 
In 2016, Chicago isn’t as known for 
its roots scene as it was during the 
’90s, when alt-country and local la- 
bel Bloodshot Records became the 
institutions they are today. Flearing 
the blue-collar banjo-heavy roots 
of AI Scorch, who conveniently is 
signed on Bloodshot, there might be 
another local revival in store for that 
great distinctly American genre. 

16. Nat Love 

Kweku Collins 

When I interviewed Joey Purp 
last month, one of the most in- 
teresting things we talked about 
was that even though most of 
Savemoney’s members aren’t even 
24 yet, they’ve already inspired a 
whole new generation of artists. 
Nineteen-year-old Evanston na- 
tive Kweku Collins is a part of this 
next generation. Signed to local 
label Closed Sessions (which also 
features Jamila Woods), “Nat Love” 


takes the same wide-eyed curios- 
ity from Chance’s early projects, 
like “10 Day,” for 2016. Songs such 
as the summer jam “Stupid Rose” 
or the melancholic piano-led “Nat’s 
Intro” set the stage for a new crop 
of talent populating Chicago’s 
already-stuffed streets. Watch out 
for Kweku Collins. 

15. When You Walk A 
Long Distance You Are 
Tired Mothers 
Flailing from Athens, Ga., this 
Kristine Leschper-led band made 
an album that’s both breathtak- 
ingly beautiful and gut-wrenching 
in its emotional bluntness. On the 
first song, “Too Small For Eyes,” 
Leschper pulls no punches on her- 
self, singing sad lines like, “I hate my 
body” and “I want to apologize to 
everyone I meet.” But as the album 
goes on, like on the standout “It 
Flurts Until It Doesn’t” or the stun- 
ning closer “Flold Your Own Fland,” 
where she sings, “Keep those little 
hands/Right there in your pockets/I 
can’t say I want them,” the sadness 
is beautiful and affirming rather 
than unrelenting. No record feels 
more resilient in the face of heart- 
break than this one. 

14. A Moon Shaped Pool 

Radiohead 

Ranking a Radiohead album this 
low seems like blasphemy, I know. 
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While “Kid A” is the album that made 
me get into music in a more serious 
way than the other albums I loved 
at this time, and while their new 
ninth album is fantastic and a return 
to form, I just haven’t devoured it 
in the way I have the next albums 
on this list. That said, half the fun 
of this record is seeing how previ- 
ously performed songs such as “The 
Present Tense” and, of course, “True 
Love Waits” evolved to make the final 
tracklist in 2016. 

13. The Dream Is Over pup 

Sometimes it feels that if you’re 
writing about this record, it’s almost 
required that you mention the re- 
cord’s fantastic opening track, “If 
This Tour Doesn’t Kill You, I Will.” It’s 
a shockingly blunt song with front- 
man Stefan Babcock singing of his 
bandmates, “I hate your guts and it 
makes me ill/Seeing your face every 
morning,” which, holy [bleep], guys. 
While the unglamorous realities of 
tour are definitely draining, person- 
ally knowing (full disclosure) these 
four talented and friendly Canadians, 
I can report that there’s an incredibly 
tight bond and friendship holding 
this punk group together. 

12. Psychopomp 

Japanese Breakfast 
Japanese Breakfast is the moni- 
ker of Philadelphia artist Michelle 
Zauner, whose spectacularly lovely 
and heartbreaking “Psychopomp” 
works in some ways as a eulogy to 
her late mother, who died of cancer 
in 2014. While the liner notes are 
dedicated to her and so is the album 
art (an old photo of her), two of the 
nine gorgeous songs on this LP deal 
with her loss. None works better than 
the shoegaze-inspired opener “In 
Heaven,” where Zauner coos, “Oh, 
do you believe in heaven like you be- 
lieved in me?” It’s the best pure indie 
pop you’ll hear all year. 

11. Malibu Anderson .Paak 
Take the ambition of Kendrick Lamar, 
the soul of D.R.A.M. or Miguel, and 
the collaborative, summer vibes 
of Donnie Trumpet and Chance 
the Rapper’s “Surf” and you have 
something that sounds similar to 
Anderson .Paak’s sprawling “Malibu.” 
While many got their first taste of 
.Paak as one of the most prominently 
featured artists on Dr. Dre’s surpris- 
ingly great “Compton,” “Malibu,” 
which boasts some of the best songs 
of the year in “Am I Wrong?” and “Put 
Me Thru,” is the better introduction. 

10. Anti Rihanna 
It doesn’t matter that Rihanna’s 
“Anti” is one of the most ridicu- 
lously botched album releases of all 
time, from its constant delays to the 




6 Teens of Denial 

Car Seat Headrest 

Will Toledo’s ’90s-channeling indie 
rock on “Teens of Denial” is often 
better than the real thing. Boasting 
hilarious, stream-of-consciousness 
musings on “(Joe Gets Kicked Out of 
School for Using) Drugs With Friends 
(But Says This Isn’t a Problem)” and 
fuzzy guitar freakouts “Destroyed 
By Hippie Powers,” there’s no stop- 
ping him.

Twin Peaks 

When I saw Twin Peaks debut “Down 
In Heaven” at their homecoming 
record release show at Lincoln Hall 
last month, a realization hit me even 
though I’ve been writing about this 
band for years: While they’re just in 
their early 20s, they already have 
three incredible albums to their 
name and not a bum song (I can’t 
think of any). “Down In Heaven” is 
their best yet, though, featuring new 
songwriter Colin Croom (who sings 
highlight “Keep It Together”) and the 
Clay Frankel-sung “Butterfly,” which 
should be on every rock radio station 
at the moment. (I’m trying to figure 
out why it’s not.) 


SiiiDrops 

Joey Purp 

Joey Purp finally delivered on his 
promise as Savemoney’s best rapper. 
You won’t hear a hotter beat than 
the elephant-aping horn bleat on 
“Photobooth,” and you won’t hear a 
more resonant depiction of growing 
up in a violence-ridden Chicago than 
the Saba-featuring “Cornerstore.” It’s 
a fantastic project, and one that ce- 
ments his status as one of Chicago’s 
finest artists. 

7 Standards 

Into It. Over It. 

All Evan Weiss needed to make the 
best Into It. Over It. record yet was 
to trade his cramped, sterile Chicago 
practice space for seclusion in a 
Vermont cabin with his writing part- 
ner and drummer Josh Sparks. The 
result, “Standards,” is an album full of 
incredible, detail-oriented moments 
that are really rewarding, from the 
distortion-filled riff that ends “Closing 
Argument” to the perfect guitar tone 
on “Who You Are Does Not Equal 
Where You Are.” With each listen, 
Weiss offers more to love. 


5. The Life of Pablo 

Kanye West 

Say what you will about Kanye’s ri- 
diculous rollout for this album or his 
even more crazy Twitter account, but 
“The Life of Pablo,” for all its flaws, 
is still a pretty damn thrilling listen. 
Not even technically finished, with 
West still tweaking the songs well 
after its release, there hasn’t been an 
album quite like this. With all the fac- 
tors surrounding this release aside, 
there’s no way a full-length with 
Chance’s verse on “Ultralight Beam,” 
that Future/Metro Boomin drop on 
“Father Stretch My Hands Pt.1” or the 
beat switch on “Famous” wouldn’t 
make my personal top five. 

4 Lemonade Beyonce 
Beyonce albums sometimes feel less 
like albums and more like pop culture 
events. “Lemonade,” her best work 
to date, fits the trend, as it provided 
tabloid and Twitter-fueling fodder ad- 
dressing Jay Z’s alleged infidelities. 
Debuted on HBO as a highly choreo- 
graphed and Terrence Malick-inspired 
movie, the music is best experienced 
with those incredible visuals. Without, 


there are amazing songs such as 
“Hold Up” and the Outkast-flipping “All 
Night” that will be playlist mainstays 
for years. “Tell him, boy, bye” indeed. 

3 Cardinal Pinegrove 
Montclair, N.J.-based songwriter 
Evan Stephens Hall basically came 
out of nowhere to have one of my 
favorite albums of the year. His heart- 
felt and wordy songwriting mixed 
with his band’s alt-country-meets- 
punk arrangements hit everything 
I love about music and then some. 
But while on paper Pinegrove is a 
band I’m almost guaranteed to like, 
it’s Hall’s lyrics that really hit home. 
Whether he’s wondering if he knows 
anyone at the bar before realizing 
“Steve’s in Germany, that’s it” on 
“New Friends,” or writing one of most 
beautiful musings on depression on 
“Size of the Moon,” or getting over 
his relationship troubles with the line 
“One day I won’t define myself by 
the one I’m thinking of” on song of 
the year “Aphasia,” “Cardinal” got me 
through a lot this year. 

2, Coloring Book 

Chance the Rapper 
There wasn’t a more sure bet than 
expecting “Coloring Book,” Chance’s 
third mixtape, to be one of year’s 
best projects. With Kanye West and 
the Chicago Children’s Choir featured 
on opener “All We Got,” tracing the 
23-year-old rapper’s growth since 
he dropped “Acid Rap” in 2013 is so 
rewarding. Keeping that same group- 
effort charm of “Surf,” the project 
features not only amazing gospel- 
infused verses from Chance but 
also star-marking vocal turns from 
Knox Fortune, Francis and the Lights, 
Towkio, Jamila Woods and Eryn Allen 
Kane. Oh, and 2Chainz and Lil Wayne 
pair with Chance for what many are 
going to dub “Song of the Summer” 
in “No Problem.” It’s near-perfect. 

1. Light Upon the Lake 

Whitney 

While “Coloring Book” is a bigger 
event, is more ambitious and means 
more for Chicago, no record has 
gotten more plays from me than 
Whitney’s masterful debut “Light 
Upon the Lake.” The songwriting 
collaboration between drummer/ 
singer Julien Ehrlich and guitar- 
ist Max Kakacek proves to be best 
pairing of the year, where Ehrlich’s 
Neil Young-esque falsetto perfectly 
complements Kakacek’s Americana- 
tinged leads. There are simple an- 
thems about riding in a car with the 
windows down with the one you 
love (“No Matter Where We Go”) 
and cathartic eulogies to lost loved 
ones (“Follow”). It’ll be hard to find a 
warmer, richer and more expertly se- 
quenced rock record than this one.

Chance can win a Grammy now

Donnie Trumpet and the Social Experiment’s 
“Surf,” which prominently featured Chance 
the Rapper, was one of 2015’s best full-length 
projects, was universally acclaimed and was re- 
portedly downloaded 618,000 times in its first 
week. Because it was released for free on iTunes 
and was never “for sale,” it was not nominated 
for a Grammy Award. In fact, it wasn’t even eli- 
gible. 

That’s all going to change because on Thurs- 
day the Recording Academy announced some 
much-needed changes to its eligibility process. 
According to the Associated Press, the Gram- 
mys are now allowing streaming-only music to 
be considered for awards. Previously albums 
had to be commercially released with general 
distribution online or via physical copies to be 
considered. 

When three of the best Chicago projects 
of the year (Chance the Rapper’s “Coloring 
Book,” Joey Purp’s “iiiDrops” and Vic Mensa’s 
“There’s Alot Going On”) were all streaming- 
only free releases, this is big news. 

“We noticed that there were a number of 


higher-profile artists who were choosing— for 
philosophical reasons as much as anything— 
to release their music through streaming-only 
and we did not want to be exclusionary toward 
them,” Bill Freimuth, the academy’s senior vice 
president of awards, told the AP. 

These changes are already in effect for the 
entire nominating year so far, meaning that 
any album or project released between Oct. 1, 
2015, and Sept. 30, 2016, will be eligible for a 
nomination for the 2017 Grammys. Chance the 
Rapper’s “Coloring Book,” which made history 


last month by being the first record to chart on 
the Billboard 200 based on streams alone, is 
eligible. Joey Purp’s and Vic Mensa’s respective 
projects are also eligible. 

Before “Coloring Book” was released in May 
Chance the Rapper and his team backed via 
Twitter an online petition urging the Grammys 
to reconsider their rules. As of press time, the 
change.org petition had gathered just under 
35,000 signatures. Looks like they got their 
wish.

Even with io guesses, it would be difficult to 
pick which Chicago beer is the most honored 
in the city’s craft brewing history The answer, 
as far as I can tell, comes from Haymarket 
Pub and Brewery: The Defender, a hop-for- 
ward stout whose next batch was to be tapped 
Thursday 

The Defender has won two consecutive gold 
medals at the World Beer Cup, in 2014 and in 
April. (It’s an every-other-year competition.) It 
also won gold at the Great American Beer Fes- 
tival in 2014. Back when it was known as Termi- 
nal Stout and made by Chicago’s Rock Bottom 
Restaurant and Brewery it won four GABF 
medals and two World Beer Cup honors. 

Add it up, and that’s nine medals since 2002. 

The recipe was written in 2001 by Haymar- 
ket brewmaster and co-founder Pete Crowley 
who brewed for Rock Bottom at the time, be- 
fore rich, roasty stouts high on piney hops was 
much of a thing. When he started Haymarket, 


he took the recipe with him, and the honors 
have continued to pile up. 

Named for The Chicago Defender, one of 
the most historically important black newspa- 
pers in the country The Defender smells like a 
delectable mix of roastiness and dark chocolate 
upfront, with notes of stone fruit and wisps of 
raspberry and orange hitting later. Be sure to 
smell it copiously The layers are gorgeous. 

On the palate, The Defender is a bit more 
straightforward: big roast followed by bitter 
pine, with those fruity notes at the edges. It’s 
a delicate balancing act that the beer pulls off 
expertly 

Crowley cites oats— which cut the bitter- 
ness of the hops — and the extra dark, extra rich 
English roasted barley as the secrets to The De- 
fender’s success. 

The Defender is brewed four times a year: 
for the two major competitions and again in 
summer and winter. This latest incarnation 
should be on tap through early- to mid-July
